ter copper in 1957, compared with ap- 
proximately 15,400 in 1956. 


New Investment Authorized 


The Government authorized the An- 
des Copper Mining Co., an Anaconda 
subsidiary, to invest up to US$80.15 mil- 
lion in its new El Salvador property, 
an increase of US$27.2 million over the 
original investment authorized last 
year. The greater part of the increase 
will be used for construction of a con- 
centrating plant at El Salvador, rather 
than improving the concentrator at the 
old Potrerillos mine as was originally 
planned, and increasing the size of the 
workers’ camp. The change was made 
in view of the discovery that the new 
property contains much more ore than 
was originally estimated. 


At the end of the month, the Export- 
Import Bank announced that it had ap- 
proved a loan of US$16 million to Com- 
pania Acero del Pacifico (steel com- 
pany) for purchase of an open-hearth 
furnace and modernization of its hot- 
strip mill. It was also reported that 
the International Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development had approved, in 
principle, loans totaling US$15 million 
to the Lota and Schwager coal mines 
and that representatives have been in- 
vited to the United States to sign the 
loan agreements.—U. S. Embassy, San- 
tiago.

Activity in the textile section re- 
portedly was brisk, with several par- 
ticipants stating that more business 
was done in the first 3 or 4 days than 
was transacted during the entire 1956 
spring fair. Exhibitors of household ar- 
ticles also seemed satisfied with busi- 
nes& results, one firm reporting its sales 
at 60 percent above the preceding year. 
Toy sales were described as moderately 
good. Jigsaw puzzles made in the Neth- 
erlands and a plastic construction set 
proved surprisingly popular with U. S. 
and West German buyers. 

The public showed considerable inter- 
est in the different types of stoves on 
display, but few orders were taken. This 
was especially true of oil heaters; 61 
models were exhibited. Sales of watches 
and clocks were rather light and trad- 
ing in the perfume and cosmetics field 
was likewise quiet. 

Two Sites Used 


As in past years, the fair was estab- 
lished at two different locations. House- 
hold goods and appliances, toys, textiles, 
leather goods, toilet preparations, gifts, 
and similar consumer goods were dis- 
played in the Vredenburg buildings in 
downtown Utrecht, while heavy machin- 
ery, technical equipment, and building 
equipment exhibits were located at the 
Croeselaan sites

by a Japanese firm for a private Thai 
concern, was reported to have dis- 
covered oil shale deposits, but the ex- 
traction and transportation costs prob- 
ably are too great to make petroleum 
production profitable at the present 
time. The Government signed new pe- 
troleum agreements with the 3 firms 
which have been exclusively supplying 
the country in the past 10 years; 
among them 2 U. S. companies. > 


New Highway Opens 


The development of Thailand's trans- 
portation system made further progress 
when the first stretch of the Friend- 
ship Highway was opéned in February. 
This highway will connect the com- 
paratively underdeveloped northeastern 
part of the country with the central 
plain and the Bangkok region, The 
project was undertaken with the assist- 
ance of the International Cooperation 
Administration. Traffic with neighbor- 
ing Laos across the Mekong River at 
Nonghai was improved, and further 
improvement is expected when two ad- 
ditional ferries to serve the Nonghai 
crossing are put into service. 

Electricity consumption in the Bang- 
kok area, one of the few valid indi- 
cators of industrial and business activ- 
ity, increased in the last quarter of 
1956 by 6.7 million kilowatt-hours over 
the last quarter of 1955. Sales to con- 
sumers were up about 19 percent and 
sales to business establishments about 
17 percent over the last quarter of 
1955. 

Prices, although relatively high 
throughout the quarter, receded below 
the peak reached in November 1956. 
A further drop is not expected because 
the people’s increased purchasing power 
resulting from high exports and gener- 
ally improved business conditions is 
eausing competitive bidding for both 
imported and domestically manufac- 


tured goods. The high exports could 
have resulted in a stronger baht and, 
thus, cheaper imports, but the Ex- 
change Equalization Fund sold sub- 
stantial quantities of baht to the Bank 
of Thailand in the quarter, The Bank 
of Thailand used a large portion of the 
accumulated baht for an increase in 
the money in circulation. 


Budget Situation Good 


The budgetary situation developed 
favorably, again largely through the 
country’s substantial rice exports. Pre- 
liminary figures on overdrafts, treasury 
bills and internal bonds held by the 
Bank of Thailand to finance budget ex- 
penditures, indicated a surplus of about 
150 million baht at the end of the first 
quarter. It would be premature to pro- 
ject this figure in order to forecast the 
year-end performance, because rice ex- 
ports are not likely to hold up at the 
present record rate and imports are 
traditionally heaviest in the last quar- 
ter, but the figure does indicate strong- 
ly at least a near-balanced budget for 
1957. 

Although the rubber price was low 
in the first half of the quarter, the 
value of total first-quarter exports was 
higher than that of the first quarter 
of 1956, amounting to 2.06 billion baht 
as compared to 1.72 bitlion. Merchan- 
dise imports, totaling 2.18 billion baht, 
were also higher than those in the like 
period of 1956 when they had amounted 
to 1.97 billion baht. 

These trade data, issued by the Thai 
Customs Department, show an excess 
of about 6 percent of first quarter im- 
ports over exports. However, since Thai 
exporters have a tendency to under- 
declare the value of their shipments, 
apparently in order to pay lower export 
duties, the total value of exports is 
probably higher than represented in the 
customs statistics and, in the first quar- 
ter, may have equaled or even sur- 
passed the value of merchandise 
imports.—U. S. Embassy, Bangkok. 
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
